The setting and arrangements 
were flawless, while the music, 
under the able management of 
the organist and choir leader, 
Mr. llllyd Harris, left nothing to 
be desired. The costumes and 
the lighting effects were, mar- 
vellous, and those taking part 
unexcelled. But how to express 
our feelings for the beautiful 
tableau, at the end is beyond me! 

It', literally carried us com- 
pletely out of ourselves, and I 
remarked to my companion on 
the way home -that 1 didn't re- 
member drawing a breath from 
the time the choir commenced 
the Easter hymns, and the cur- 
tains on the upper stage were 
withdrawn, showing the angel 

and Mary at the tomb on Easter 
morning till the hymn ended and 
the curtains were again drawn?

Rev. J. S. Henderson, D. £>., be^ 
loved city pastor, who was named 
Vancouver's "Good Citizen"- for 
1939. died in the General hospital 
on March 18, following an illness of 
several weeks. 

Rev. Dr. Henderson's name is 
well known to British Columbians. 
Bom in Newmarket, Ont.. June 11, 
1858, he was in his S2nd year at 
the time of his decease. It was less 
than a year ago that Mayor Telford 
pinned on his breast the "good 
citizenship" medal, awarded an- 
nually by the Native Sons of 
British Columbia. Post No. 2. 

"An honor he justly deserves.*," 
said the mayor, "to add his name 
to the fist of good citizens. He is 
a happy, smiling, genial soul." 
Studied at- Knox 

Rev. Mr. Henderson, as a youth, 
studied at Knox College, and on 
his completion there, he was 
appointed to the Presbyterian 
church at Melbourne, Middlesex 
county f where he was ordained in 
18S3. 

In 1888 he was called to Hen- 
sail, and after 15 years* service 
there, received a call to St. 
Andrew's church. New Westmin- 
ster. His work there, both in the 
church and among athletes, left a 
mark on the city's life which is 
now a matter of history. 

Following ten years of set vice 
there. Dr. Henderson was called 
to become secretary* of social 
service for the Presbyterian church 
for the western provinces, and 
upon the death of Dr. Shearer he 
was named secretary for the whole 
of Canada. During this time he 
was asked to take charge of First 
United church, where he supplied 
for eighteen months. 

Culled to St. Andrews 

In the autumn of 1918, St. 
Andrew's church, Vancouver, called 
[t him to its historic pulpit, where ho 
remained until 1925. His work 
in leading the congregation to 
place the chuich out of debt, and 
his ministry brought old St. 
Andrew's Into the United church 
as St. AndicwVWesley as a strong 
unit. 

Dr. Henderson is survived by 
one son, Roy Grant, of New West- 
minster, and a grandson. 

In addition to his many actlvi-! 
ties, Dr. Henderson was president 
of the Salmonbelly Lacrosse club 
in 1905, and active in Y.M.C.A, 
work. He hn a been 2t years a 
member of Vancouver Kiwanis. 
chaplain of the Masonic Grand 
lodge for three years, and a mem- 
ber of l.O.O.P. He vras a life 
member an<t official chaplain of 
Vancouver Exhibition board. 
On Many tSourdn 

Boards of directors on which 

he has been active include those 
ot Abbott House, Central City 
Mission, Canadian club and Ter- 
minal City Bowling chili. He was 
chaplain of the 10«h Battalion. 

New Westminster, 1910-VI. 

He was predeceased by his wife, 
foimorly Margaret Grant. In 193$. 
They celebrated their golden wedd- 
»"g in 1935. 

Dr. Henderson was moderator 
of the B. C. synod in 1917 and In 

the same year he received his 
degree of D.D. He was British 

Columbia representative to the 

general assembly on several 
occasions and held places on 
boards of the church frequently. 

His activity in the Masonic 
Order included his rise from a 
member of Acacia Lodge No. 22 hi

I 
know you mean an area larger 
than a school section under one 
school board. Does that mean 
the schools of a whole township 

will be administered by one 
school board?" 

"It could be that way George, 
but it is not necessary to include 
the whole township. Any group 
of rural schools included in one 
community can be organized into 
one township school area. You 
see the school section is no 
longer a community. Our village 
is the centre of a community that 
includes at least six school sec- 
tions.

Aurora on election night was 

a stronghold of national govern- 
ment supporters in a Liberal 

landslide, when Rev. Capt. Geo. 
M. Dix obtained a majority of 
113 over W. P. Mulock, winning 
Liberal candidate. 

Despite the fact that both 
parties expressed the opinion 
that there was a great deal of 
apathy among the voters, and 
early morning returns snowed 
this, feverish and intensive act- 
ivity in the late afternoon 
brought out a total vote for the 
day of 1,536. In the 1935 cam- 
paign there were 1.534 votes 
polled locally, as follows: Mulock

When so much is written or 
broadcast ever the radio this year 
about apples and their use, may we 

be permitted to look back to the 

good old days and see 'what use 
was made of apples? '- 

Every farm had its orchard and 

usually lots of apples for the farm 

use. The Children filled their 
pocksts or dinner pail, when they 

went to school. There was one of 
the nicest for the teacher and 
plenty to eat at recess or noon. 

The cores were flung as far as 
the youngsters could' fling them, 

and often a small apple tree grew 
from the seeds. If it grew along 
a fence on the roadside, the nast 
generation of youngsters ate tbcm 
as soon as formed, or if in a 
field the cattle enjoyed them. 

It was the apples from natural 
or wild apple trees that went into 
the making of cider, as well as the 
culls from the cultivated varieties. 

On our farm there was the 
south lane, with apple trees on 
both sides of the road, nearly alt 

natural fruit, with a few good 

grafts. There was the cast lane. 

leading to the second farm, also 
with two rows of natural apple 
trees, and in the orchard any 
vacancy was filled with more 
cider apple trees. 

This meant lots of apples for 
cider. The big wagon would be 
filled* high with bags of apples, 
and a barrel or two — big cider or 
vinegar barrels and milk cans or 
churn or whatever large container 
was available — packed safely in 
among the bags. They went to 
John Leigh's cider mill, just off the 
third of King, a block north of 
Eversley. That wa.-4 the nearest 
cider mill for this part of King. 
Coming home with the vinegar 
barrel full of cider for vinegar, 
another barrel for boiling down 
and cans full for drinking while 
fresh. Calls were made ut neigh- 
bors' houses and a pail or pitcher 
of fresh cider—of our own apples 
—was left. 

For days the fresh cider was 
drunk, while as much as possible 
was boiled down to be used in 
making apple butter. The Talman 
sweet apples, also russets, made 
rich and sweet the cider that 
otherwise might bo thin and sour. 

On some farms barrels of cider 
were left to ferment and become 
hard. This hard cider contained 
more alcohol than beer, and often 
led to the drinking of stronger 
liquors. The cider working l« the 
barrel made this comment as it 
worked, saying, "Drink, get drunk, 
drink, «et drunk." It was respon- 
sible for ruined stomachs, ttmi was 
certainly ruled out of tempoiance 
pledges. 

The vinegar ban el, with a plug 
on the top out for air, was placed 
in or near the kitchen, where it 
would get the heat. "Mother" from

Whiichiucji and the eastern part 
of King. Membership will be open 
to hoys who will he 12 yeais or 
over on May 1, and will not have 
reached their 2!st biithday on 
Nov. 1. 

The club will he under the 
Hponsorship of the Junior Farmers* 
clubs, with grants from both 
provincial and federal departments 
of agriculture, to provide prize 
money for all boys completing the 
season's program. The purpose of 
these clubs Is to create a greater 
Interest among young people In 
caring for. feeding, judging and] 
developing breeding stock, as welli 
as experience in fitting and show- 
ing. 

The hoys may enter any breed of 
calf they wish, and any boys wl.-di_- 
Ing to purchase calves should ad- 
vise Mr. Cockhuin as soon as f 
possible. Alt calves must have 
been bom in 1910 arid while either 
grades or purc-bieds may be 
entered, all calves must have been 
sired by a pure-bred. 

There will he a elub Show po;yj- 
ibly in September, when the calves 
will he scared and the boys also 
scored obi their showmanship. 
Throughout the season, meetings 
will be held io give the members 
instruction on. feeding, showing 
and Judging, and monthly feed re- 
port* will 3* submitted. The final 
scoring «n which the prizes will 
be given will be on the basis of 
400 points for the caU\ fiAO for the 
bays' work, so- it wilt take mare 
than a good calf to win. .

Uy DELPHINIUM 

I have been in the home of a 
Dutch family and on the table was 
the bowl of apple-butter, one of 
apple cider jelly and another of 
apple-jack. This was the regular 
fruit supplement. You know how 

good that apple-butter is. eaten 
with roast pork? If not — then try 
it. 
Then there is always applesause, 

with varying degrees of goodness. 

If made of spy apples it Is super 

excellent, and apple pies, which 
still keep their place at the head 

of the list for regular pie- eaters— 

apple pie w-ith or without cheese- 

What use Is made of the apple 
pulp which i s left after the cider 

is pressed out? Is It used for pig 
feed or is it eaten by cattle? What 

does the manufacturer of cider do 
with it? 

I once read a story of a man who 
threw his apple pulp over the fence 
into his neighbor's field, thinking 
to do his neighbor harm. The 
seeds grew. The neighbor, having 
as a hobby grafting of trees, used 
these saplings' as the beginning of 

a nursery, grafted them to good 

varieties of apples and made well 
of his venture. 

Perhaps you had a cider mill of 
your own so that you could make 
cider when the fhst apples fell in 
abundance. There used to be 

many such and still there are some 
people who have them. 

What wa s the power used in the 
old days to crush the apples? Was 
it not horse-power? Now it is a 
gasoline engine o r electricity. 
When the farmer took his apples 
to be ground, his team was attach- 
ed tu the pale and constituted the 
power. 

Here Is the recipe for apple- 
jack: four 10-qt. pails of apples, 
pared and cored; one 10-qt. pail of 
water. Sugar — it used to be a 
quarter's worth, now probably 50 
cents worth — and. cinnamon, add 
liberally. Bui] three hours, stir- 
ring all the time! This makes a 
lot of good jam. That thvee hours 
of stirring Is the catch. The lady 
who gave me the recipe says they 
used to clean thoroughly the cop- 
per boiler with vinegar and will, 
and cook In that. A stirrer was 
made so that you could stand a 
few feet away, else that mixtuie 
would jet ui* and scald where it 
hit. Now in these days tt smaller 
quantity may be made, set back on 

the stove and cooked all d-iy, stir- 
ring at intervals. 

Tho.*e old orchards are pretty 
well done now and Die natural 
apple trees either In lanes or or- 
CttiUda lire dead- There are lots 
of natural apples along fence 
rows and nlonj: edges of woods. 
The apple-worms make havoc of 
these and probably keep the tenl- 
calerplllurs living. Uy grafting and 
spraying these, niituml apple trece 
may soon produce good varieties of 
apples. 

Do you remember the pining bees 
of long ago? They eerlalnly are 

of the long ago. The present gett- 
eialhiu knows nothing of this 
social event, quite as dc'dithtful as 
any of the present-day parties. 

There was a good eiowd of neigh- 
bors. There Weie lots of apples 
ready, two or thvee apple parcrs. 
or paring machine.*:. These were 
clamped to the table and the apples 
peeled. Several persons were ready 
with paring knives, cutting (lie 
apples into quartets and coiing 
them. Several others of the 
younger set— with darning needles, 
much longer ones, made from the 
ribs of parasols, with the eye and 
the other end sharpened, strung the 
apples by Jabbing as many quarters 
of apples as would fill the needle 
and slipping them on the card. The 
coi-d* wotiVI be long, and when 
fitted, would be hung over a pole 
suspended from the ceiling hurl/.- 
ont ally, over the stove where the 
apples dried. 

Or Instead of stringing the 

apples, they were spread over an 

apple-drier, suspended from the 
celling also, and sn arranged that 
when there was room over the 
stove the drier could he lowered 
and diawn up again. The apples 
required stirring occasionally. 
Sometimes the supply of apples 
prepared tor drying would tax 
the space, and If not diied quickly 
enough, those on the strings might 
be spoiled in the centie. 
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do not approve of eating between meals. Instead, 
they encourage their children to drink milk when?
